Those Water Restrictions 


HOSE who haye, over the last two 
week-ends, ventured into the sports 
fields, or looked bleakly out eventually 
accepting their inability to play, will most 
probably have examined — the Water 
Authority's modification of supply = re.

why the system cannot be fully restored, 
There has, indeed, been plentiful rain re- 
cently, generally at the lenst conventent 
time.

Even so, the utmost conservatism among 
thoso responsible for gauging our reser- 
voir resources, and the Colony’s capacity 
for catering to public needs, ix more than 
justified, it is still, essential. 1f the 
storage volume has ‘Improved noticeably 
us compared with the situation a month 
ngo, it remains nt a point far short of that 
which would permit Mr Forbes to sit back
